RESTORATION OF BIMETALLISM 


THE PARAVYOUNT QUESTION. 
—~+ 

While It may be conceded, as contended by 
many eoclal and economic writers and reformers, 
that there now exists throughout the enlightened 
world a deep-seated discontent artsing from 
economic causes; while It fs doubtless true, as 
urged by many, that the laws of economic dis. 
tribution are at fault and that the preducera of 
the wealth of the world ‘are bereft of thelr fust 
share ; while the widespread discontent among 
the masses may be. traced to a great extent to 
the fact that the prodoctive facitiies of nature 
have been monopolized——while these complaints | 
may be (astified 1 and should receive the ‘con- 
 sidera'e and earnest ‘attention of af] though:fal_ 
and slocere men, still there is at thls moment 
another problem of paramount, of overabadowing 
(mportance.' Woe refer to the money question, a 
questlon which most first be disposed of, or 
otherwise there will be a retrocession of civilira 
tion and the Industrial masses will again pass 
into that state of lethargy which characterized 
thelr condition during the Middle Ages.- . 


But our present purpose fe not so much to 
consider the dlaastrous effect In the past of the 
depletion and disorganization of -the world’s 
money of exchange, which is easily demonstrable 
from the civic, milltary and economie” history of 
the nations, as to polnt out, as we have often 
done, thatthe more recent ee of-the gold 
monometalllets to deatroy one-half of the money 
ofthe world used for ultimate payment has 
already resulted “in paralyzing production and 
trade within and among the industrlal and 
commercial nations; and also to show that the 
frightful effects of this conspiracy, or plunder 
Ifyou will, are begloning to be: understood by 
tha people lo Europa and America and by the 
Europeans and Americans residing In the Far 
East, where they “have seen the teeming 
milllons of India reduced to the verge of starva- 
tlon as a di-ect result of the Infamous attempt 


of the Imperial Britlsb Goverrment’.to destroy | 


their only money, 

We are oot undertakioy a polemical discussion 
of the historical and sclentific justification of the 
double or optional monetary standard whitch Is 
accurately known az bfmetaliism, It is sufficlant 
in this connection to say, as Balfour, ‘the 
Conpervative leader In the House of Commons, 
said in his remarkable address at the Mansion 
House in London last August, that no sespect- 
able economic w.lter or teacher of the day will 
how deny the possibility. of malntalning the 
parity of go! a allver at a fixed rate, “No 
economlst of repute,” be remarked, “ will lend 
bis name tothe [dlotic objections to blmetallism: 
which are seen [n some of the daily newspapers.” 
We do not propose, we say, to go over these 
arguments, Our purpose Is rather to call atten- 
Yon to a few sallent facts wh'ch practically illus- 
trate and ¢mphaslze the disastrous cffecis of the 
demonetis ‘tion of silver- an act of supreme folly
